DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -to-1 1 are pending in the application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as 
provided by 37 CFR 1 .312.

f = (fj-i, f j.2, , fo) is the message encoded by the Gray codes 

• In Claim 1 , line /&Claim #Jine 2 & Claim^Jine 1 replace "CDMA" with 
CDMA (Code Division Multiple Access) 

• In Claim 1 . line T^&Claim @dine3 & Claim 9. lirfel replace "OVSF" with 
OVSF (Orthogonal Variable Spreading Factor) 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-to-1 1 are allowable over the prior art of record because the cited 
references do not contain the specified limitation of a spreading method for use in a 
CDMA multi-rate system, comprising the steps of coding message codes using Gray 
codes; generating a generating matrix, Gj, based on the formed Gray codes; and 
multiplying the message coded by the Gray codes with the generating matrix for 
generating an OVSF codes with a specific length. The claims are also allowable 
over the prior art of record because the cited references do not contain the specified 
limitation of a method for determining a mother code and a children code in a CDMA 
multi-rate system, comprising the steps of using a plurality of Gray codes as labels 
of a plurality of OVSF codes; and determining weather a first OVSF code and a 
second OVSF code have a relation of a mother code and a children code by 
determining weather a label of said first OVSF code is a prefix of a label of said 
second OVSF code.
